h'ildlng his left arm. Oswald's hands vera handcuffed together in frcnt of 
him. Set, Leavelle, Osiiald, and I vere escorted froir this office via the 
jail elevator to the Jail office by Capt. Prltz, Lt. Swain, and Det. L. 9. 
Kontgomery. At the Jail office door that leads into the hall, wo eioppti 
for a few seconds until Capt. Prits and Lt, Swain made sure the hallway was 
cloar. We ftot the nil clear !>l(?n and joads our way throuyrh the hall to the 
edpe of the rnnp vhera vo bad paus»d nomentarily awaiting the arrival of 
our car, whsn TOddanly out of the sunning line of camera iison and glaring 
o«nara ligbts, .Tack Puby sprang forward ani fired one round from a pistol 
into t^a ntoisach of Lee Harvey Oswald before X could grtib his pistol and 
disarm hin. 

Oswald was liraediately placed in an O'Neal asbulance and rushed to ; 
Parkland Hospital, where he underwent surgery within 10 igiautes after his
